‘Snatched Friend 


From Tiger’s Jaws 


Some folk spend their lives 
saving others—men like Jacques 
Fosse, a staid business man of 
Beaucaire. He taught himself to 
swim and made his first sea 
rescue at the age of ten, and 
from that moment he seemed to 
be on the spot whenever anyone 
in France was in danger of 
drowning. 

At twenty he saved two circus 
performers and their bear, While 
doing military service he saved 
five artillerymen and two horses 
that fell overboard During a ter- 
rible flood on the Mediterranean 
coast he worked for eight days 
and nights without sleep and, 
unaided, saved 860 drowning per- 
sons. ; 

During his life he saved alto- 
gether 882 people from drown- 
ing. Yet he would allow none 
to praise him He looked upon 
it as just a job of work well 
done—the way so many other 
unsung heroes do. 

Twenty years ago Sam Brook 
was driving his -railway engine 
near Mirfield, Yorks, when a 
steam pipe burst, spraying him 
with scalding water. He stagger- 
ed back over the footplate. He 
could have jumped clear of the 
train, but his first thought was 
for the passengers in his care. 


* So he dashed back into the blis- 


tering spray, applied the brakes 
and saved their lives, burning 
himself severely. When asked 
how he forced himself to do so, 
he replied simply, “It was my 
job.” y j 
Every year fclk win medals 
for gallantry given by bodies like 
the Royal Humane Society and 
the Carnegie Hero Fund, In war- 
time their deeds would com- 
mand glowing headlines, but in 
times of. peace they are usually 


' dismissed in a few lines in an 


insignificant paragraph. 

In June, 1936, the excursion 
steamer Tashmoo was making 
her return journey down the 
Hudson when she hit an obstruc- 
tion that sliced a gaping hole in 
her side. The water poured in. 

“We must take to the boats,” 
said the engineer. 

“Boats?” spluttered the cap- 
tain. “We haven't enough. 
There'll be a mad scramble and 
most of my 1,400 passengers will 
drown in the panic. Send every 
man below to patch up the hole 
—and pump like the devil.” 

The passengers danced on the 
moonlit deck and the band play- 
ed on as if nothing had happen- 
ed. Every hand who could be 
spared’ was ordered below. 

They went although they 
knew that if the ship wept down 
they would be trapped.

Eventually, sinking lower and 
lower, the vessel drew alongside 
the dock and every passenger 
went safely ashore. Only then 
did the crew emerge, half dead 
with fatigue, and the Tashmoo 
settled gently on the bottom. 

Another hero was a tiny Ne- 
gro lad named Plato, who lived 
in the Deep South of the U.S.A. 
When a child fell down an 
eighty-foot well, he volunteered 
to go down after the infant, 
With a rope tied to his waist he 
climbed down the jagged crew 
ice, badly cutting himself on the 
way. 

He made the rescue, but his 
clothes were in tatters and his 
body was ‘covered in blood, 
Sharp pieces of rock nearly put 
out his eyes. . 

He was recommended to the 
Carnegie Hero Fund who sent a 
commission to investigate his 
case, They told him he would get 
a medal. He grinned broadly and 
shook his head. 

“All ah wants,” he said, “is @ 
pair of shoes.” Needless to say 
he got them-—and a lot more be- 
sides. 

The acts of many heroes go 
unrewarded. Jim Corbett, fam- 
ous big-game hunter of North 
India, tells the story of two In- 
dians who ventured into the jun- 
gle to gather wood. 

A tiger leapt suddenly on one 
and carried him off His unarm- 
ed friend pursued the snarling 
tiger and dragged his friend 
from its jaws. Then, with the 
tiger growling bebind him, he 
carried the maimed man miles te 
the nearest village, pvt him on a 
horse and took him to hospital.

This year Newcastle will be 
making history as the first club 
ever to make 10 appearances in 
the final.

Aston 
Villa stands next with eight and 
then come Blackburn Rovers 
and Wolverhampton Wanderers 
at seven apiece. Rival Manches- 
ter City is making its fifth ap- 
pearance in the final, but its 
first in 21 years.

The Older Worker 


The heads of most large cor- 
porations are often well along 
in years, a vigorous 65 or 70. 
Some have even reached 80. 
But, too often, these same cor- 
porations follow a policy of not 
hiring people over 40 or 50. 

Age discrimination has re- 
sulted in dumping thousands of 
healthy, active, middle-aged 
men and women at the height 
of their skills on the unemploy- 
ment scrap heap. Forty and 50 


. has become the arbitrary gate- 


way beyond which a man or a 
woman shall not pass if unem- 
ployed and who seeks a new 
connection. Many women of 40, 
especially in business offices, are 
daily confronted with the same 
age barrier. 

By 1975, acording to the Cen- 
sus. Bureau, the number of per- 
sons 45 and over will be more 
than 63 million. No wages “for 
these persons means curtailed 
spending power, lower stand- 
ards of living, no income taxes 
to pay. 

Leading the fight against this 
age discrimination policy, poten- 
tially disastrous to the nation's 
economy, is the Forty Plus Club 
of New York City. 


The Fotry Plus Club is*a co- 
operative nonprofit 
tion of mature men who work 
without compensation for one 
another, Their greatest reward, 
next to getting jobs for them- 


_selves, is helping to get a job 


for the other fellow. 

Every working day of the year 
they are in the field, at their own 
expense, calling on employers 


‘to show that there is no substi- 


tute for the experitnce and 
know-how of the older worker. 

But why, in these prosperous 
times, is all this work necessary? 
First, prejudice against the 
‘aged’ in business and industry 
seems widespread. Also, pension 
plans are formidable barriers. 

The premium paid by the em- 
ployer to an insufance company 
to enable an employee of 50 to 
receive a pension at 65 is much 
higher than for a man of 30. . 

A. full-blown congressional 
probe is needed to uncover the 
extent to which the worker is 
discriminated against by reason 


of age and also by pension plans. © 


Such an investigation would 
demonstrate that fair-employ- 
ment practices legislation is 
sorely needed... . 

So far as The Stdr-Journal 
and Chieftain are concerned we 
have in our employ a number 
of men and women who are over 
40 and 50 years of age and they 
are among our most efficient 
and valued employes—Pueblo

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Where is “Bill” Fields’ Missing Money? 
Tales of Eccentric Comedy King 


Calling all bankers! Have you 
an account.in.a queer sounding 
name — such as Felton J. Sat-

American? 

If you have, it is very likely 

‘that your bank is holding some 
ef the missing money of the 
comedian W. C. Fields who died 
on Christmas Day eight years 
ago. ; 
The great comedian had often 
starved as a tramp before his 
genius lifted him to wealth and 
the experience had left him with 
a horror of ever again being 
penniless. 

Wherever, he went, on tours 
that carried him around the 
world, he would open a new 
bank account by paying in most 
of his weekly pay cheque and 
use some grotesque-sounding 
mame. Then he would go away 
leaving the money in the bank 
and apparently forget all about 
it. 


In time he came to have about 
900 bank accounts in banks all 
ever the world. 

When he died his executors 
set out to try to trace these ac- 
counts. They are still searching 
and after eight years they have 
succeeded in running down only 
thirty of them. 

Some hundreds of thousands 
of dollars earned by this king 
of comedy remain undiscovered: 
they lie in idle acounts in Eu- 
rope, America, South Africa and 
Australia to the credit of Pro- 
fessor Septimus Schmelling- 
horne, Henry J. Spitzburger 
and others. aie 

Nevertheless, Field’s recover- 
able estate amounted to nearly 
a million dollars. He willed that 
ft should be used to build a 
home for white orphans. 

This man’s fear of being short 
of money, a heritage from the 
days when he slept on park 
benches, under newspapers, also 
led him to carry enormous sums 
about on his persoh. 

Once when setting out for 
California in his limousine, he 
showed New York reporters 
$350,000 he was carrying—in 1,~- 
000-dollar bills. 

His legacy to white orphans 
was not without its ironic side. 
Claude William Dunkenfield, as 
he was until the stage discovered 
his better-known namé-for him, 
was one of the few men to try 
seriously to make himself an 
orphan. Up till the age of eleven 
he lived with his father, a-strug- 
gling fruit pedlar in Philadel- 
phia. Father Dunkenfield chas- 
tised his son. 

One story says that Fields 
ruined some of his father’s stock 
with clumsy practising of the 
juggling art of which he was 
later to become such a master. 
Another story says that Pa 
Dunkenfield stepped on a shovel 
and barked his shins, and to 
teach his son not to leave such 
things about, Pa hit Claude Wil- 
jam on the shoulder blade. 

Whatever the cause’ there 
was a misunderstanding which 
Claude Willlam made worse by 
ambushing his father and drop- 

g a heavy wooden box on his 

ad. Pa was knocked out by it 
and Claude William seized the 
opportunity to leave home and 
wever return.

earning $1,000. a week as the 
“greatest juggler on earth” did 
he attempt a reconciliation. He 
sent home a letter and ten dol- 
lars. 

In later years he had a man- 
sion:in Hollywood with the usu- 
al lavish swimming pool, But he 
could never be persuaded to use 
it. Ma fact, he shuddered violent- 
ly @very time he saw it. 

The reason was that in his 
teens he had got his first pro- 
fessional engagement as a jug- 
gler and drowner—or, rather, 
“drownee”’—on an amusement 
pier in Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, for ten dollars a werk 
and cakes. 

The pier charged no admission 
to see Fields and fhe other 
artists, but made its profits from 
the sale of sandwiches and beer. 
When business was good Fields 
juggled. When it was bad he 
“drowned”: that is, he would 
fall off the end of the pier and 
pretend he was drowning in 
order to draw a crowd. ; 

The “rescue’ would be carried 
out by a fellow-artist, a sword- 
swallower¢ Saved, Fields would 
be carried into a bar and rolled 
on a barrel while barkers urged 
sandwiches and beer on the on- 
lookers. 

When he was hailed as the 
greatest comedian in the world, 
W. C. Fields presented us with a 
heavy, belligerent, pompous fi- 
gure with a fruity alcoholic nose, 
As he wold sometimes admit, 
the nose Was not made-up but 
had been acquired with the help 
of whiskey and gin bottles. 

Once Fields and his booking 
agent, Billy Grady, were lavish- 


‘ly entertained with Irish whis- 


key by a friend. They left their 
host’s Long Island (New York) 
home at four o’clock in the 
morning in Fields’s car. In the 
back of the car were several 
quarts of whiskey—a_ parting 
gift. Their minds were hazy but 
they had an idea it was snowing. 

When their minds cleared, a 
tropical sun was shining in the 
hotel window and palm trees 
were waving before their eyes. 
Fields was relieved to leatn that 
Grady saw the palm trees, too. 
They rang the bell and the wait- 
er surprised them with the news 
that they were in Ocala, Florida. 

Worried, Fields hurried to look 
at his car; there wasn’t a scratch 
on ig The perfect timing that 
had enabled Fields to juggle 
anything—eggs, boards, cigars, 
hats canes,. frying-pans, dishes, 
shoes, flat-irons, cigar boxes—did 
not desert him when he was 
driving a car. Deep in his cups, 
Fields could juggle five ivory 
balls. 

Once during his juggling act 
his hat and his cigar dropped 
together by accident. Without 
any excitement, Fields caught 
both and juggled them along 
with the rest and in good time 
restored hat and cigar to their 
proper places. This got such a 
good laugh that Fields from 
then on made it part of his act. 

Fields got on well with all the 
other performers on the same 
bill—with the exception of what 
the profession calls “fly-catch- 
ers.” These are comedians who 
get their laughs by grimaces 
and pretending to catch flies and 
other insects. Fields used stage 
properties to get his laughs, and 
he got them by building up sus- 
pense gradually. 

One night Fields found the 
audience was laughing at the 
wrong places during an act in 
which a billiard table and cue 
were the props. Eventually, he 
found a comedian called Ed 
Wynn under the table, catching 
flies. 

“T'l) kill him if he does that 
again!’ stormed Fields. 


Wynn took the hint for some 
time. (Fields had punched an~- 
other “fly-catcher” for much the 
sarfe thing.)+Then one night in 
Boston, Fields found the laughs 
coming at the wrong time again, 
and he caught Wynn at his “fly- 
catching” under the © billiard 
table. Enraged, Fields brought 
the cue down on Wynn's head 

Wynn fell on his face with a 


loud groan and the audience 
howled with Jaughter at what 
they thought was well-panned 
scomedy ‘business, From time to 
time Wynn would let out a low 
howl to the huge delight of the 
audience, Fields later incorpo- 
rated this episode into his act, 

DHifficalt in his last years, 
Fields took to” ambushing his 
closest friends But when he 
died on Christmas Day in 1946 


they took a full page In Memori- 
am notice in @ Los Angeles pa- 


per. It ran 

"Ts the most prejudiced, hon- 
est und beloved figure of our 
so-called film colony. We loved 
him and peculiar: he loved 
us.”

Q. How can 1 remove the lime 
deposit from a teakettle?

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As areas become more densely 
populated adequate sources of 
water for household and indus- 
trial purposes must be found, 
Unfortunately many of our 
rivers have become contaminat- 
ed by wastes from household 
and industrial waste water. As 
it is often necessary to use water 
from such sources it must first 
be made safe, otherwise disease 
such as typhoid may be spread 
in the water supply. 

* * * 

Suspended material may be 
removed by settling and filtra- 
tion. Settling is carried out in 
large tanks or reservoirs, the 
coarser material, .mud, sand, 
etc., being allowed to settle out. 
Fine suspended or colloidal ma- 
terial may be precipitated by 
the addition of aluminum salts, 
after which the water may be 
passed through beds of sand 
which act as filters in removing 
the finer material. These treat- 
ments are necessary in areas 
where the available water con- 
tains suspended material. In 
regions fortunate enough to 
have a source of clear water, 
free from. suspended material, 
such treatment is not needed.

Chlorine is a heavy greenish 
yellow gas having the property 
of forming hypochlorous acid 
when dissolved in water. This 
substance is very active chemi- 
cally, reacting with organic ma- 
terial in water and having a 
germicidal effect on any bac- 


teria present.

In practice, liquid chlorine is 
metered into the water supply 
after chemical tests have deter- 
mined the amount necessary. 
The concentration of chlorine is 
estimated in parts of . chlorine 
per million parts of water. A 
slight excess of chlorine or “re- 
sidual” is. allowed, usually about 
% part per million. 


e * . 


‘Attempts on*‘the part of pub- 
lic health authorities to imple- 
ment chlorination of water sup- 
plies usually meet with opposi- 
tion from various segments of 
the public. Since the arguments 
against chlorination are usually 
based on faulty premises, it may 
be interesting to discuss them. 

The most common statement 
“chlorine is poisonous, there- 
fore it should not be used” is 
apparently based on the fact 
that elemental chlorine is an 
irritant gas,.and will if inhaled, 
have serious effects on the 
lungs However, chlorine does 
not appear in drinking water in 
the gaseous state. Being a very 
active element it combines read- 
ily with organie and other ma- 
terials present in water. In this 
form it is no longer a gas, nor 
is it aneirritant in the concen 
tratior normally used, measured 
in parts of chlorine per million 
of water. In the combined state, 
chlorine in water is no more 
toxic than is table salt, another 
chlorine compound, of which the 
average individual uses consid- 
erable amounts.

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Points To Check 
When Buying Meat 


How would you score at a 
meat-judging contest? If you're 
about average among Canadian 
housewives, you buy close to 
600 poynds of meat a year. And 
if you shop at self-service 
counters, you are judging meat 
several times a week. All this 
experience should make you 
something of an authority. But 
if you are doubtful, here are 
some pointers. 

When buying beef, choose cuts 
that are a deep rather than a 
bright red. Be sure the texture 
is’ velvety smooth, not wet and 
shiny. The fat should be thick, 
white and hard—never yellow 
or a creamy shade. Scrutinize 
the bone, too. It should be pink 
with a soft-looking covering. If 
it’s a rolled roast for Sunday 
dinner, the lean should be‘ well 
marbled with veins of fat. An 
important point to remember 
about self-service red meats is 
that they must all be packaged 
when the appetizing color is: at 
its brightest. This is from 15 to 
30 minutes after they have been 
cut and exposed to the air. So, 
that deep red color is a fairly 
accurate guide. 

The only difference’ between 
prepackaged cuts and meat sold 
at service counters is in the 
trimming. Usually ready-wrap- 
ped cuts are trimmed a little 
closer.. Tranparent wrapping 
materials such as cellulose film 
reveal meat in its true quality 
and color, They are the shop- 
per’s invitation to pick up the 
cuts and examine them closely. 

Color again is the key to pork. 
A pink color means fresh meat. 
But check the fat and texture, 
too, Pork fat is a reliable indi- 
cator of the meat’s flavor and 
tenderness. It should be thick, 
white and wax-like. Fat which 
is yellow, thin or soft looking is 
not characteristic of first-grade 
pork. The lean portion should 
be fine in texture. 

Veal is also bought by color, 
but the shade is more dificult to 
describe. Some authorities re- 
fer to it as a creamy beige-pink. 
Don’t be tempted by veal which 
is too red or coarse-grained. As 
a rule, this kind of meat has 
very little fat, but what there 
is should be delicate and, clear 
white. 

The color key. to the best lamb 
is a medium rose. The lean is 
a lighter shade than beef and 
should never be a dull or a 
muddy red. The texture is fine 
and smooth and the fat very 
white, thick and hard. As the 
season progresses lambs grow 
larger, So the biggest chops and 
legs are not always the tastiest. 
A leg of lamb shouldn’t weigh 
any more than se¥en pounds. 

General darkening of wun- 
cooked meat is usually caused 
by insufficient oxygen, resulting 
‘in gradual evaporation of the 
juices and shrinkage. Special 
“Celophane” films have been 
developed to retard dehydra- 
tion by permitting the proper 
transmission of oxygen. Beef, 
pork, veal and lamb packaged 
in these films will maintain 
their fresh color up to 48 hours 
when kept at a temperature 
hovering around 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Any spotty discoloration which 
might occasionally be found can 
usually be attributed to foreign 
matter or the presence of bone 
dust or unsanitary handling of 
meat: However, since prepack~ 
aged’ meats are bought or re- 
jected on appearance alone, re- 
liable butchers are alert to the 
critical importance of careful 
and sanitary handling.

From. the Sherpa peopie is 
drawn the corps of porters 
whoze work in all ports of the 
Himalaya has commanded the 
utmost ftespect and admiration 
of mountaineers of all nations, 
Many Sherpas who have become 
professional mountain porters 
now iive permanently in Dar- 
jeeling, which is only ten 
marches from their home coun- 
try of Sola Khombu. In stature 
they are about five feet six 
inchds, deep but not broad chest- 
ed, ihe neck and shoulders well 
muscled but the arms not, They 
carry loads on a. head-band 
whnever possible rather than 


-the shoulders. The hair is dark 


and worn at the back in a pig- 
tail, although the Darjeeling 
Sherpas have now taken to cut- 
ting the hair short. Their skin 
is a pale brown, not dark; in 
that respect many of them can- 
not be distinguished from a 
South European, They wear 4 
tégu like upper garment and 
trousers of home-woven wool, 
and on the feet long Tibetan 
boots of dull red cloth, soled 
with hide, which come up al- 
most to the knees. . Even in 
high camps the first thing! have 


often heard in the morning is 
the chanting of prayers from 
the Sherpas’ tents 

The Sherpa people are semi 
nomadic. The different tamilies 
have houses at different levels 
in different villages, and move 
up ard down according to the 
needs of seasgpal crops and 
graziny It will thus be seen that 
they get much practice in ac- 


climatizing. Their bodies in con- 
sequence adapt themselves to 
high altitude much faster than a4 


European’s For such various 
reasons the Sherpa performs 
better than the other hillmen, 
who live lower. But there is 
more to it than that. He is not 
only tough and fit, he is also 
high spirited. He is a free and 
inependent man. full of resour 
ces in his own way of life and 


achooled from earliest youth. in 
self-reliance, Only a minority of 


Sheroas can read or write, -but 
their life and trade and move 
merit, village economy and 


travel, develop in most of them 
a keen intelligence It was after 
meeting Sherpas that I realized 
the truth of Bernard Shaw's 
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words, when he remarked that 
a very great deal of what we 
call education is no more than 
the-—substitution of reading for 
experience of life. Above all, the 
Sherpa can laugh.; His sense of 
humor is broad and quick. He 
is cheerful by nature (being 
Mongolian) and that is a great 
help in mountaineering where 
conditions are so often uncom- 
fortable. The Sherpas are indeed 
the happiest people I have ever 
met Time means nothing to 
them In this they are more 
extreme than the Scottish west 
highlander, who says that when 
God made time he made plenty 
of ‘t To the Sherpa time does 
not seem to exist.

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The nature of co-opérative 
business is determined by a set 
of seven principles formulated 
by the pioneers of Rochdaler The 
first three of these principles are 
fundamental. The other four are 
less important, yet if they are 
not observed cooperative busi- 
ness generally suffers. 

The first three principles con- 
stitute the basic difference be- 
tween profit business and coop- 
erative business. We must fully 
grasp them to understand what 
cooperation can really do for men 
and society. 

Democratic Control 

The first is the principle of 
democratic control: one man one 
vote. Regardless of how many 
shares a man owns in a cooper- 
ative business, he has no more 
say in the running of the con- 
than the man with one 
share, This is a distinct jolt to 
minds accustomed to business as 
we have known it. “After all,” 
they reason, “the man who puts 
in the most money, should have 
the most say.” 

In government business, how- 
ever, which after all, is the big- 
gest and most important business 
of the country, the vote of the 
rich man does not count for any 
more, and is no better than the 
vote of the poorest man who has 
the . franchise

quite startling to the big land- 
owners of earlier days. We have 
long accepted the conclusion that 
this is the only way to run & 
democratic society. 

The Rochdale pioneers have 
taught us ‘that it is also the 
right way to run our economic 
society, Thus is the first prin- 
ciple most important, for it cuts 
off the possibility of any design- 
ing group ever getting a hold 


upon the economic lives of the 


people. 
Men Above Money 

The second fundamental prin- 
ciple is a fixed rate of interest 
on Money invested in the busi- 
ness. This, too, appears to be a 
very simple principle. Yet it has 
a deep philosophical significance; 
it strikes at the very roots of ec- 
onomic practices. It differenti- 
ates cooperation from all known 
economic procedures. It puts 
wages to men above wages to 
money and machines. Jt puts 
human personalities above any 
materialistic consideration. 

The usua) form of profit busi- 
ness is the joint stock company, 
If-a group of men inyest an am- 
ount of money in such a company 
and make large profits on their 
investment, this profit is divided 
among them according to the 
money they have invested, If 
the company is a success, its 
shares will rise in value, perhaps 
many times its original value, 
The foundation is thus lad for 
speculation and the way is 
opened for inflation of capital 
or watered stock. It is one of the 
reasons for the depressions and 
booms in the financial world. 

In a cooperative business this 
cannot happen and a maé@h can- 
not buy his way into power. Co- 
operation permits no such easy 
way of getting control of a 
nation’s weath. «The value of its 
stock always remains the same; 
the shareholder will get the cur- 
rent rate of interest and nothing 
more. In this way stability in the 
field of business is established 
and maintained 
Patronage Dividends 

The question of how to divide 
any surplus of earnings in a ¢o- 
operative business is answered 
by the third principle. When 
the operating expenses are paid 
and legitimate reserves are set 
aside, the earnings of the bual- 
ness are refunded to the mem- 
bers on the basis of thefr patron- 
age. This te the most important 
of all the principles. It seta co- 
operation apart from all other 
forms of business, It ts ‘the last 
word in justice.

Farming, it has often been 
said, is not just a way of making 
a living: it is a way of life. It 


~—_ represents, probably, the chief 


turvival of personal business en- 
terprise. Anything, therefore, 
that takes people off farms does 
a good deal more to a nation 
than effect a change in jobs. 

Farm population has been 
dropping in the United United 
Sfates since 1916 (by over 5,- 
600,000 in the last 10:years) — 
dwindling in its ratio to the 
whole for more than 100 years. 
And White House recommenda- 
tions just sent to Congress, if 
carried out, would accelerate 
this trend. 

If these proposals would re- 
sult simply in taking families 
indiscriminately out of farming 
they certainly should be ques- 
tioned. But they have to do with 
farmers who, because of sub- 
marginal soil, climatic conditions, 
lack of capital, or of skill con- 
stitute one of the lowest income 
groups in the country - less than 
$1,000 a year. * 


Such people this program 
would help off the farm into 
more lucrative vocations, or 


would help them on the farm — 
where conditions justify -— by 
expert guidance, or by encourag- 
ing part-time employment in de- 
centralizing industries. 

Such people, says Secretary 
Benson, are helped little . by 
price-support programs. Their 
production is so smal! per farm 
that pricé supports add only a 
few dollars. They are not the 
ones who pile up the big sur- 
pluses. A good deal of price- 
support exploitation comes from 
so called corporation “farming.” 
Yet it is consideration for these 
“little people” that has supplied 
a good deal of the humanitarian 
steam behind high-support degis- 
lation. ; '

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Island of Montreal 


The Island of Montreal is set 
like a giant emerald in a me- 
dallion of elaborate Florentine 
silver work, for there lies all 
about it a network of turbulent 
and celebrated waterways that 
throughout its history have been 
beautiful, dramatic and tragic as 
man attermptéd their conquest, 
Great as the St. Lawrence River, 
in the days .of the French re- 
gime its navigation west of Que- 
bec was always troublesome. 
The ships from France were not 
able to sail to Montreal. Travel- 
lers and goods of trade all had 


to be transferred to small, 
specially constructed vessels 
which could make their way 


through the shallow waters be- 
tween the low lying islands in 
the river and could be rowed, 
or pushed, or tugged from a 
towpath oh the bank, up 
through the famous St. Mary’s 
Current which guarded the -ts- 
land of Montreal from intru- 
S500: 4 6s 

The waters of the Great Lakes 
and of the north country tribu- 
tary to the Ottawa River tum- 
bled on towards Montreal in 
many, many miles of “white 
water” The St. Lawrence and 
the Ottawa flow towards one an- 
other at an angle, which nar- 
rows the land between them ‘to 
a slender wedge. At the tip of 
this wedge-the two great rivers 
meet in Lake St. Louis. The Ot- 
tawa flows through the Rapids 
of Ste. Anne where Moore 
wrote his famous Canadian Boat 
Song, and the St. Lawrence 
through the rapids which feed 
power into the dramatic Beau- 
harnois generators. . -,. 

The port of Montreal is the 
inland port in_ the 
wor'd. Yet it is nearer to Liver- 
poo! than Boston, Portland, New 
York or, Philadelphia — nearly 
three hundred miles nearer than 
New York. It is also nearer to 
Central Canada and the Ameri- 
can Middle Wést than any other 
seaport. Montreal is not a port 
for the show ships such as the 
Queen Elizabeth, but is planned 
for the economical ship which 
is built for efficiency in fueling 
and in loading and unloading. 
There are only a dozen or s0 
ships of the big tonnage, 35,000 
tons and over, but the chief 
fleets of the world’s commerce 
range from 20.000 tons down- 
ward. These are the ships for 
which the port of Montreal is 
planned. 

The Port of Montreal occupies 
sixteen miles of waterfront on 
both shores of the St, Lawrence. 
It begins about three-quarters of 
a mile upstream from the old 
Victoria Bridge and ends at 
Bout de I’le opposite Varennes 


The St. Lawrence ship channels 
cover two hundred and ten 
miles. from Montreal to South 
Traveise, fiftv: miles below Que- 
bec. City. The man-made chan 
nels represent a very important 
ensineering feat , 

The best place to see the Port 
of Moritreal is from the magni- 
ficent bridge officially named 
for Jacques.Cartier but known

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When Two Hundred Dogs Come To Town 


. Frobisher, Sask., literally goes 
to the dogs in September. 

Less than 20 miles from the 
U.S. border and about 60 from 
the Manitoba boundary, Frobi- 
sher normally has a population 
of about 200 people and 50 dogs. 
During September the census 
jumps to 300 people and some 
250 dogs. 

The sudden—and vocal—in- 
crease in canine population her- 
alds the beginning of one of the 
continent’s top hunting dog 
trials—-the Border International 


Field Trials—which start on 
Labor Day and continue for 
about two weeks. 

The -dogs — mostly from 


Georgia and Alabama—include 
some of the finest pointers and 
English setters anywhere. 

The trials are big business, 
not only in Frobisher but in in- 
ternational dogdom; first prize 
money can run to $1,800 or bet- 
ter. They are held around ,.Fro- 
bisher because its flat, gently 
countryside is ideal for hinting 
prairie chicken. There is little 
brush and not too many fences. 

The Sunday before Labor Day 
a weird assortment of trucks, 
some big, some small, but all 
fitted with dog cages, starts td 
arrive in Frobisher. By five 
o’clock that night the town is In 
an uproar. 

The 50 town dogs come out to 
howl, yip and bark a welcome 
to the 200 caged visitors, who 
yap right back.:. Trainers, han- 
diers and scouts, some of them 
with their families, crowd the 
small hotel lobby and overflow 
on to the board walk of the 
main street. “Bud” Hassard, his 
14-room hotel bursting at the 
seams, marshals, the towns- 
people to take care of the over- 
flow. The hotel lobby and: the 
dining room are headquarters 
for the dog men. It’s dog talk 
for breakfast; dog talk for din- 
ner; dog talk all the time—all 
in southern accepts anc drawls. 
A Canadian in the crowd sounds 
like a foreigner, 

The trials are important to 
dog owners because they prove 
the worth of the dog and the 
trainer. Let’s say you are one 
of the 50-odd Americans who 
has a training carnp in southern 
Manitoba or Saskatchewan 
where. you bring your dogs 
every July, August and Septem- 
ber because it’s too doggone hot 
to train dogs down south. You 
have a very expensive dog — 
perhaps worth as much as $5,000 

with a fancy name like Satil- 
la Wahoo Pete. You've trained 
him since he was a pup and he’s 


ready for the all-age stakes. 
You enter him and the owner 
pays the shot, $30. If it were a 
championship the’ entry fee 
would be $50 

The Sunday night before La 
bor Day you erowd into Fro 
bisher’s Canadign Legion Hall 
with the other trainers for 
the draw. All the dogs’ names 


are put into a hat, and are then 


drawn in pairs The dogs run 
in pairs or braces,” Pete’s name 

in the hat. You sit there just 
a-prayin’ that he will be paired 
off with a good dog and that 


Pete will get one of the good 
courses. You were at the Bor- 
der International Jast year and 
know which ccurses have lot of 
birds and which haven't 

You're lucky. Pete’s name is 
drawn along with that bf an- 
other good dog. The course is one 
of the best. Now all you have to 
worry about is weather, deer, 
rabbits, porcupines, and hope 
that Pete feels like working and 
not “just rattling his bones.” 

The 15 or more trial courses, 
each three-quarters of a mile 
wide and two miles long, are 
arranged by the Canadian “Le- 
gion which sponsors the Border 
International. The Legion also 
supplies the marshal to guide 
the party end the dog wagon to 


follcw the “gallery” with the 
dogs for the succedding runs, It 
hires saddle horses for specta- 
tors and looks after the judge’s 
expenses, 

To a professional a dog trial 
makes sense; to the uninitiated 
it’s confusing. It looks to be 
about 49 percent horses and 2 
percent dogs. Trucks carry the 
horses and dogs to the courses; 
they follow the runs by driving 
along the -side roads; they’re 
never out of sight. Everyone fol- 
lowing the dogs is on horseback. 
So there are lots of trucks and 
horses But the only dogs in 
evidence are the two running 
in the brace, The rest are cooped 
up in cages on the dog wagon or 
the trucks. 


The trials start at 7 am. To 
see the first brace run you have 
to rise with the sun, the train- 
ers, scouts and judges at 5:30. 
Breakfast is on the run. The 


first course is six miles south of: 


town and the small cavalcade 
is there by 6:30. Horses are sad- 
dled &’nd the dogs are readied, 

At 7:00 the first two dogs are 
let loose. Behind them, riding 
like rodeo cowboys, are the two 
trainers and. their scouts. Each 
trainer controls his dog by yell- 
ing and blowing e whistle, 
When he isn't doing that he’s 
bellowing a chant that sounds as 
though it originated in darkest 
Africa. This is so the dog “will 
know whar he’s at.” 

Following behind at a more 
leisurely pace comes the gallery, 
all mounted:, the marshal, the 
two judges, other trainers and 
scouts who will follow on the 
next two or three courses, and 
any souls who are brave enough 
or interested enough to follow 
the run, The dog wagon, some- 
times pulled by a tractor, brings 
up the rear. 

The dogs range back and 
forth at the commands of the 
trainer looking for prairie chick 
en, When one scents a bird or 
a covey he comes to a point, 
Then there's action! The trainer, 
the scout and anyone else who 
is handy, raises his cap in the 
air and yells, “Point! Point!” 
The judges and the gallery gal- 
lop up. The judges look the dog 
over, make notes and then nod 
to the trainer to flush the birds 
to prove that one of these smart 
dogs isn't trying to pull a fast 
one. Then off the dog goes again,

looking for more birds. 
The dogs are judged for know- 
ing what to do; for their bird 


work, finding and _ pointing 
birds; on class, for the way they 
carry themselves, speed and 
stance in. pointing; and for 


handling, way they will range 
but still obey the trainers’ com- 
mands The dog has 30 minutes 
to show his stuff in a stake and 
an hour in a championship 
event. 

By the time the fourth or fifth 
brace is on the run it’s 9 a.m. 
and the less hardy have arrived. 
The horse gallery has grown to 
quite a size and the truck gal- 
lery is in full array. There is 
no. standard: design for the-~ 
trucks; they are of all shapes, 


sizes, makes and vintages. Some 
have the trainers’ and scouts’ 
horses up front and the dog 
cages behind, Others have the 
horses at the back and the cages 
up front. And there's still rogm 
for the dog food and hay. Some 
are just pickups with portable 
kennels in back. Trainers, their 
dogs and horses, range the con- 
tinent in these odd-looking ve- 
hicles, covering dog trial after 
dog trial from Frobisher to 
Texas, to Georgia to New York 
from September to April. 

There's one thing missing at 
the dog trials — the dog own- 
ers. A few come, maybe half a 
dozen out of 160. They are the 
incongruity in the business, 
They wn the dog, paying some- 
times as high as $5,000 for him. 
They pay the training fee of $50 
a month, plus an extra $50 for 
the three months in Canada. 
They pay the entry fees for the 
stake trials and championships. 
In return they get no cash what- 
ever. All prizé money goes to 
the trainers

move from place to place 

Social workers have now per 
suaded these artisans that their 
mission has been fulfilled. as 
Chittor has now been fully liber- 
ated with the attainment of in- 
dependence by India 

They will be settled on land 
set aside for them, and encour 
aged to take up handicrafts and 
light industry

On A Cheese 


Judges of the British Probate 
Court often have some difficult 
problems to solve. And the wills 
that come before them are fre- 
quently” indicative of a variety 
of emotions. 

Not long ago, when a will was 
contested on the ground that it 
was invalid, it appeard that a 
dyingman told a visiting: clergy- 
man that he wanted to make’ his 
will. He expressed jis wishes, 
which -were put into writing by 
the parson, who read the will to 
the dying man. He approved. 
And then it was discovered that 
he coultl not write — although 
he was comparatively rich. 

With great presence of mind, 
the clergyman, in the presence 
of witnesses, smudged the man’s 
thumb with ink and then im- 
pressed the prints on to the will. 
The court held it to be a good 
will and pronounced in favour 
of it 

In the archives. of Somerset 
House there reposes a will on 


»wood. The testator took it into 


his head to write his last will 
and testament on a bedrcom 
door. It was done in red chalk. 
Two witnesses signed it. The 
court refused to admit a photo- 
graph of it, so the door was 
taken off its hinges and pro- 
duced in court 

It was held to bea good will. 

A Welshman once indicated 
his last wishes on a Caerphilly 
cheese and got a couple of his 
servants to witness his signature 
.. made with a bodkin. It was 


admitted to probate as a valid 
will. But whether it is still in 
Somerset House is. to say the 


least of it, very doubtéul! 

The inscription of a will on 
the smooth surface of a coin was 
at one time fairly common, and 
there are a great many instances 
and examples of this practice in 
official custody : 

Somerset House once narrow- 
ly missed having the task of 
preserving a will made on an 
ege-shell. {t — the will — was 
held to be bad, not because of its 
form, but on account of a defect 
in its execution 

The old saying, “He was cut 
off with a shilling,” was due to 
the circumstance that the law 
at one time was very solititous 
about the rights of inheritance. 
And if, for reasons that appear- 
ed to him sufficient, a father 
left his eldest son out of his 
will, the law with ridiculous 


i 


artificiality assumed that this 


.was due to an oversight and 


alotted to the heir the proportion 
that it thought was his due. 

To indicate that he had not 
overlooked such a person,.it be- 
came the practice for a man, 
with such views about a way- 
ward son, to leave him the sum 
of one’ shilling. 

Until comparatively recently 
it was possible for a man to 
leave his wife and children com- 
pletely: out of his will and leave 
his estate totally to a mistress 
or to some institution or other- 
wise, But the Inheritance Act 
makes it possible in such a case 
for. the court to order that suit- 
able provision shall be made for 
the testator’s widow and chil- 
dren, and fixes the amounts they 
are to receive from the estate. 

Some testators take delight in 
expressing their views of some 
of those whom they leave be- 
hind in curious ways. Perhaps 
the strangest of this case of will 
was that of one Philip Thick- 
nesse “of the City of London, 
merchant.” He directed thats. 


“My right hand, to be cut off 
after death, to my son, Lord 
Audley; and | desire that it may 
be sent to him in the hopes that 
such a sight may remind him of 
his duty to God, after having 
so long abandoned the duty he 
owed to a tather who once affec- 
tionately loved him.” : 

A devoted husband once pro- 
vided in his will that his widow 
should “annually receive her 
weight in golden sovereigns” 
from his large estate. The court, 
however, on the ground of in- 
definite delay in winding up the 
estate, and of the “obvious dan- 
gers” (perhaps deliberate. obes- 
ity was one of them), directed 
that the lady should be weighed 
once “as soon as may be” 
- and her yearly inceme fixed 
accordingly,

By Solid Beds 

For big solid beds of flowers 
there is quite a variety from 
which to choose. Some of these 
new type zinnias make a wond- 
erful show and they come in an 
enormous range of ‘colour and 
sizes. We can use small types 
along the front or in smaller 
beds and anything up to three 
feet for larger beds and farther 
back. One is advised to get pack- 
ets of special varieties. The aster 
ig another plant that lends itself 
to clump planting and here ‘too 
the range in colour and size ts 
wide in the new varieties. .And 
of course, there is the -petunia, 
a natural for solid beds and 
borders. These and others rang- 
ing all the way from the inch 
high alyssum to tall cleomes and 
cosmos are all suitable, either to 
plant in sglid beds or to arrange 
together in big clumps 
Finer and Better 

There is nothing the average 
seed likes better than a bed of 
finely worked soil. Of course, 
moisture and fertility will be 
necessary, too, but it is almost 
impossible to over-emphasize the 
importance of having the soil 
fine. Especially is this so when 
seed to be sown is tiny like that 
or lettuce, carrots, alyssum or 
portulaca. If the seed bed. is 
coarse, and lumpy, it will be 
impossible to keep out air and 
either the seeds will not germin- 
ate at all or they are liable te 
produce only weak plants. I 
will pay well to run rake or 
cultivator through a few extra 
times. 

Green Manure 

In fairly large gardens here 
is a useful trick for building. up 
the soil. A bit of. the land should 
be set aside and ‘sown to clover, 
oats, buckwheat or almost any: — 
thing that will grow quickly. In 
a pinch, we sow nothing at all 
but simply let the weeds ger- 
minate and grow a foot or so 
high, then these are cut with a 
scythe or power mower and al- 
lowed to form a mulch and rot. 
Better still, we can have them 
plowed under or dug in. where 
they will make a compost of 
their own and help loosen the 
soil. In addition to adding hum- 
us, they#will also be of consid- 
erable value as fertilizer: It is 
best of course to cut or dig im 
while they are still green and 
before too many seeds have ma- 
tured, Often when the first crop 
of early vegetables have been 
taken off, the ground is sown te 
one of these special cover crops 
which choke out bad weeds and 
form valuable green manure. 
Still Time : 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid on taking gardening slowly. 
Nothing is gained and often con- 
siderable is lost by rushing in toe 
much, too soon. In the old, old 
days everyone would get the 
whole garden, /both flower and 
vegetable, planted on the first 
fine day and then, providing 
it escaped the last frost, there 
would be a big display of bloom 
and a feast of vegetables for a 
week or so in the summiér. And 
that would be about all.

This fact is emphasized by the 
Cunard Steamship Company’s 
recent installation of an anti- 
rolling device in its 83,673-ton 
liner Queen Elizabeth. 

The roll of a ship is the re- 
sult of a complex mixture of 
impulses, of which two are of 
particular importance. These are 
the period. of rol] of.the ship 
and the frequency of the wave 
motion. 

Every class of ship has an in- 
herent period of roll. For a com. 
plete oscillation the time of a 
roll ranges from: 8. to 10 seconds 
for merchant vessels to approxi- 
mately 5 seconds for destroyers. 

Wave periods varv greatly de- 
pending on the height of waves 
and the rapidity of their onward 
movement. And the effect of any 
particular sequence of waves on 
a ship depenis on the angle at 
Which they strike the vessel's 
hull. The efrect 
varied by changes of course or 
speed of the ship. 

The effect of waver on a ship 
can be likened to impulses given 
to child’s swing. We all know 
how easy it is to make a swing 
go higher and higher when Jjittle 
fillips are applied at just the 
sight period of the swing’s sway. 

When the period of roll and 
fhe impinging waves synchro- 
nize, the angle of roll becomes 
{increasingly great, and the ship 
hight eventually roll over were 
it not that friction from the ves- 
gel's side going through the 
water dampens out the roll. Also 
eas the ships period of roll 
changes, resulting in a cessation 
of the synchronism 

The first antirolling device 
used, and which is still to be 
found on practically every sea- 
going ship of any cize, was the 
bilge keel. This is a rib of metal 
secured to a ship for some dis- 
tance on each side at about the 
‘turn of the hiige. Its width de 
pends on the size and type of 
the ship, and it reduces rolling 
by the -resistance offered to its 
‘ passage through the water 

Although effective to some 
degree, bilge keels do not pro- 


wide the stability demanded in 
modern vessels, in merchant- 
men to ensure the comfort of 


‘passengers and abate damage to 
material, and tn men-of.war fo 
provide stendve gun platforms 
Consequently the search for bet- 
ter methods eontinued, writes 
Captain Fdererick L,.

Rotor Device Installed 


A more generally known anti-° 


roll device is a gyroscopic con- 
trivance that has been installéd 
in various ships. This scheme 
checks rolling by using the re- 
sistance that a heavy, rapidly 
spinning motor exerts against 
being moved out of its plane of 
rotation, 

Such an installation was tried 
in U.SS. Henderson about 40 
years go. It haa two heavy rotors 
revolving in opposite directions 
to eliminate torque, and gave 
fair results, However, it weigh- 
ed around 200 tons. took up con- 
siderable space, and required 
constant attention. It had the fur~ 
ther disadvantage of possibly set- 


ting up malfunctions which 
could tend to roll the ship over. 
The installation was removed 
from the ship during World 
War I 

‘In 1931, the huge liner Rex 


was provided with a gyroscopic 
stabilizer. For some years con- 
siderable publicity attended this 
installation, but it apparently 
did not come up to expectations, 
and the xister ship Conte di Sa- 
voila w&s not similorly equipped.

Alarmed at her sobs one of 
Britain’s. most famous men tap-

~ that would ‘ave shocked the 

world had its secrets been 
known. 

Nearly’ ninety years later 
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scholars and scientists are still 
probing the hidden love story 
of Charles Dickens and Ellen 
Ternan. When Charles Dickens 
died, his relatives hastily snip- 
ped tell-tale sentences out of his 
letters. Whole passages were 
censored and mutilated by being 
over-scored with heavy black 
ink. . 

But to-day the blacked-out let- 
ters have yielded their secrets 
at last to the revealing eye of 
the infra-red camera. 

In the year 1858 Charles Dick- 
ens was at the height of his 
amazing fame. His latest novel 

vas selling an esimated quarter- 
million copies in weekly parts 
and he had only to spend a day 
or two writing a short story to 
earn $15,000-——equivalent of to- 
day's $3,000. 

When he began his famous 
readings so many people jar- 
med the theatre that they smash- 
ed all the glass in the pay-boxes, 
When’ petals fell from his but- 
tonhole, women madly scram- 
bled to collect them for keep- 
sakes. 

Queen Victoria herself attend- 
ed his theatrical performances— 
and swallowed a snub when he 
refused to see her between the 
acts in his farce costume. Never 
before, never since, has Eng- 
land so idolized a public favour- 
it Yet all this was jeopardized 
when he fell in love with Ellen 
Ternan 

Outspoken critic of social 
abuses, Dickens headed the stern 
horality of the Victorian era, He 
was a married man of twenty- 


two years’ standing and the 
father of ten children. What a 
fierce outcry would have en- 


guifed his career if it had been 
knewn that he had jost his heart 
to a slip of a girl’ 
Dickens was then 

truly the dangerous age

Nothing would suit him but 
that his wife should call on Ellen 
and thus, despite her bitter sus* 
picions, demonstrate her belief 
in the young actress’s innocence. 
Kate Dickens wept but yielded. 
But the way Dickens’s mind was 
working was demonstrated by 4 
momentous decision. He ‘ordered 
his bed to be moved into the 
dressing-room alongside his 
wife’s bedroom and called in a 
carpenter to block up the inter- 
vening door, 

Nor was this enough. At two 
o'clock one morning, in his tor- 
ment of heart, he rose, dressed 
and tramped all the thirty miles 
to his summer home at Gad’s 
Hill, fleeing from his marriage, 
from his wife and her relatives, 
from the shadowing past. 

At all costs he: knew he had 
to readjust his life. “My father 
was like a madman,” said his 
daughter, long afterwards.

The Channel Cat 


The name catfish, to distort a 
phrase, covers a mutitude of fins. 
There are actually more than 
1,000 species in the catfish family, 

. both fresh and salt water! 

So far as the sport fisherman 
is. concerned, however, “Old 
Whiskerface” can best be repre- 
sented by the scrappy channel 
catfish. Though most everyone 
agrees all catfish are homely at 
best, the channel\catfish comes 
closest to being the Liberace of 
the outfit. Although it can’t play 
a piano, the chanel catfish is quite 
adept at fiddling with its whis- 
kers! In fact, it is widely. known 
as “fiddler” 


And while on the subject, whert_ 


fiddling with © channel catfish, 
watch those nasty barbs on the 
dorsal and ventral fins. As the 
catfish squirms in your grasp, 
these needle-pointed spines can 
inflict a painful wound, Until you 
become expert at handling a cat- 
fish, hold it with a pair of pliers, 
gripping its lower jaw while 
working out ‘he hook. 

Despite its menacing barbs and 
homely appearance, the channel 
catfish rates tops in flavor and 
high as a sport fish If you would 
catch more of these fine fish 
here are some facts worth know- 
ae 5 
_Blological Facts -- Many good 
catches of channel catfish are 
made below dams in the spring. 
It is at this time of year these 
fish start their spawning runs, 
upstream, and swift water is their 
idea of a honeymoon site. The 
young hatch out in about one 
week and grow to approximately 
4 inches by the first summer’s 
end. Throughout their _ lives, 
‘channel catfish prefer cleaner, 
swifter water than other cat- 
fishes. 


Identification — Smal! channel} 
catfish are very light in color, 
some so transparent that blood 
vessels are visible. As they grow 
older the color changes to sil- 
very slate gray, with irregular 
spots on the body. Tail is forked 
head is comparatively small, 
there are no ecales, back is slight- 
ly humped and barbels (whis- 
kers) are quite long 

‘Range — These fish are found 
throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley, particularly through the 
Great Lakes area and adjacent 
waters.

Natural Foods—The diet of this 
fish is amazing—worms, clams, 
insect Jarvae, -ecrayfish, fish 
spawn)-dead fish, pond weeds, 
algae, frogs, minnows, insects 
and refuse of various sorts! 

Suitable Tackle — Probably 
no fish is taken with a greater 
variety of tackle and by more 
unusual methods.

Quite a Song-writer 
—Quite a Man, Too 


Some years ago Johnny Mer- 
cer, Hollywood song. writer, 
wrote a hit tune entitled “Sen- 
timental Journey.” It would 
have provided perfect mood 
music for the trip Mercer made 
this week to his old home in 
Savannah, Georgia, He deposited 
a check for $300,000 in a Savan- 
nah bank to pay off 500 persons 
who invested in a realestate and 
insurance firm owned by his late 
father, The company failed 28 
years ago. Before his death, the 
elder Mercer cherished the hope 
of some day paying off the hold- 
ers of cértificates of deposit with 
the defunct company. The hope 
was shared by his son. 

Johnny Mercer has been: one 
of the country’s most successful 
song writers. But amassing a 
fortune of $300,000 to pay off a 
28-year-old’ debt takes consid- 
erable doing, even for a man in 
the higher income brackets. A 
bankruptcy petition would have 
been an easy way out for the 
Mercers, father and son. Many 
businessmen have done this. The 
investors would have been the 
losers. But the Mercers felt a 
moral obligation that is all too- 
often lacking in business trans- 
actions. Now the investors, who 
had faith in the Mercers’ firm 
will have that faith justified. And 
in a world where many persons 
do not have a responsibility for 
their own debts, say nothing of 
the debts of their parents, John- 
ny Mercer stands /out as @ man 
apart.-Hartford Courant.

Work on the new breed started 
as a result of recommendation 
by a committee appointed by the 
Canada Department of Agricul- 
ture in 1946, to study the swine 
breeding situation in Canada 


-and the work of the Department 


in relation, to swine breeding 
problems. 

After investigating the work 
then in progress in Canada and 
visiting several leading swine 
research stations in the United 
States, the committee recom- 
mended extension of research 
and the improvement of the Ca- 
nadian Yorkshire, and urged 
development of a white bacon 
breed, with no Yorkshire blood 
in its: foundation, suitable for 
crossbreeding with the York- 
shire. The latter approach was 
suggested as an effort towards 
utilizing hybrid vigor which. has 
been demonstrated in 
crosses between breeds differing 
in genetic background.

Offspring of these crosses 
were backcrossed in 1949 and 
1950 to three other Landrace- 
Chester White boars obtained 
from. the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. In 1951 two pure 
Landrace boars were obtained 
from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to provide 
for the inclusion of more Land- 
race breeding in the project.

The foundation «of the new 
breed therefore consisted of 10 
Berkshire sows, 5 lLandrace-

Since 1952 the herd has been 
closed and matings have been 
made from selections based on 
litter, individual, and litter mate 
performance.

These tests pro- 
vide records of feed used. rate 
of gain and an appraisal and 
scoring of carcass quality of 
leanness based on measurement 
and weight.

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Cultivation of the garden, even 
a large one, need not and should 
not be a back breaking chore. 
It is amazing how much easier 
and quicker the job is done with 
tools that have long handles. Of 
course, for getting in close to 
tiny flowers or vegetables, for 
weeding and a few other deli- 
cate jobs, it may be necessary to 
get down on knees or knee pads 
but with a little care a great 
deal of the ordinary cultivating 
and planting jobs can be hand- 
led with a minimum of stoop 
ing. Spades, forks, dutch hoes, 
spudders and many of the hand 
cultivators can be purchased 
with good tong handles which 
permit operation without any 
personal bending at’ all Alt) of 
these; and other tools too, in 
cluding the lawn mower, should 
be remembered will work easier 
and faster if their cutting edges 
are kept sharp and any moving 
parts regulariv oiled. 

KEEP PLANTING 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid on spinning out the plant- 
ing. It is much better to plant 
a little every week for a month 
or so than to.try and get every- 
thing in at once. There is no 
good reason why most vexe- 
tables and a lot of flowers can- 
not be planted for many weeks 
vet and this gradual planting 
will produce far more satisfac 
tory results than sowing or set- 
ting out all at once. The vege- 
table garden particularly, should 
be planted gradually with only 
a portion of the carrots, beets, 
beans, corn, etc., sown at one 
time } 

In the flower line, experienced 
gardeners will sow such things 
as zinnias, petunias, asters, cos- 
mos and other annuals in little 
plots here and there in the flow- 
er garden. When these come up 
they will leave only a few planta 
in the original position and 
transplant the surplus to other 
parts of the garden. Handled 
carefully, these transplants will 
come along almost as quickly 
as those left untouched and thus 
a large géfden can be planted at 
trivial cost. 

NOT TOO DEEP 

Almost everyone is inclined te 
plant far too deeply. With tiny 
seed such as that of lettuce, car- 
rots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, 
and alyssum, which are not much 
larger than the head of a pin or 
shingle nail, it is not necessary te 
cover at all. We sow these in the 
finest soil and merely press in 
Then, if possible we keep the 
soil dampened until] germination 
starts. With larger seeds such aa 
nasturtiums, peas, beans and 
corn, one should cover lightly, 
say a quarter to half inch. With 
bulbs or corms of gladiolus, dah- 
lias, or potatoes, one plants four 
to eight inches deep.
